Last tale of the Loral Leoselenf .Mar- 
ket Held Friday— A veraire for 
the l»ia-20 Heason An 
nonueed as MMt. 

Tlie Miiysviiie looseleaf tobacco 
market for the l»l<i-20 season came to 
close with the sales held Friday. 
Thero was very little tobacco on the 
floors of the local houses for the last 
sale and by ,•? o'<dock In the afternoon 
all warehouaefl had completed their 
sales andVere at work on their season 
figures. 

This season has been very unsatis- 
factory to the warehousemen, as It has 
been very draggy all during the year. 
The growers have not been pleased be- 
cause of the prices, although the mar- 
ket opened stronger than last year but 
In a short time prices began to drop 
until they reached a level (ar below 
the figures of last year. This Is due, 
unquestionably, to the very poor qual- 
ity of tobacco grown In this district 
last year. At the opening of the mar- 
ket, local warehousemen predicted 
that prices at the close would shew a I 
decided increase from last year's fig- 
ures because of the general quality of 
the weed. 

Supervisor Mitchell reports that 
during the last week of the market a 
total of 60S,260 pounds was aold at an 
average of 115.16. Some had expected 
a weekly sale for the last week of near 
a millton pounds and were disappoint- 
ed at the quantity of the weed deliv- 
ered. 

During the entire season. Supervisor 
Mitchell reporto. the sales have 
amounted to 21.086.4M pounds which 
brought a. general average of |2S.9I 
per hundred as against a general av- 
erage of 138 for lost year and a gen- 
eral average of $24.40 for the 1917-18 
season. 

In the number of pounds sold for the 
season, the local market fell far short 
this year, falling even below the sales 
of the 1916-17 market A comparison 
of the pounds sold and season aver- 
ages for every season since the open- 
ing of the Maysvllle loosbleaf market 
follows:
